REQUEST FOR RE-ISSUE OF OFFICE ACTION 

Madam: 

According. to the PAIR system on the PTO web site, a Non-Final Rejection for the above- 
referenced application was assertedly mailed to the applicant on October 3, 2003. However, the 
applicant did not receive any such Non -Final Rejection. Because no Non-Final Rejection was 
ever received by the applicant's attorney of record, the applicant was not made aware of the 
Non-Final Rejection and, therefore, the applicant was unaware of its duty to file a Response 
within six-months of the date of mailing of the Non-Final Rejection. According to 35 U.S.C § 
133, the application will go abandoned six -months from the date of mailing of the Non-Final 
Rejection. In order to avoid abandonment, the applicant respectfully requests that this Non- 
Final Rejection be re-issued and the period for filing a response be re-started. This request is 
made pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.181(a) because the applicant contends that the application should 
not be abandoned. As such, no fee is required. 

In support of this Request, the applicant's undersigned attorney of record, Karl S. 
Sawyer, Jr., hereby declares as follows: 
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1. Upon delivery of the United States mail to the offices of the applicant's attorney 
each business day, all correspondence is immediately opened, stamped with the marking 
"KENNEDY COVINGTON LOBDELL & HICKMAN, LLP - [actual date] - RECEIVED" and 
distributed to the appropriate recipients. All correspondence from the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office requiring any response is delivered to the docket clerk, Ms- Debra Mackey, 
who determines the precise date by which response is required, then makes appropriate entries 
in the office's docket system as discussed more fully below, and distributes such PTO 
correspondence to the appropriate attorneys. 

2. The docket system utilized by the applicant's attorney basically utilizes a 
computerized database wherein a file for each pending patent and trademark application is 
kept More specifically, upon the filing of each patent and trademark application in the PTO, a 
file is created in the computerized database containing client, applicant, serial number, filing 
date and application title information. All communications to and from the PTO and the 
applicant's attorney are input in the database as they occur. For all such communications 
setting a response deadline, die docket clerk makes an appropriate entry in the database and, 
after having done so, stamps the face of the actual PTO communication with the legend 
"Docketed" and hand-writes also on the face of the communication the docketed date. 
Approximately two to three weeks before the first of each calendar month, the docket clerk 
prepares a chronological docket notice from the database for the upcoming month and 
distributes copies of the docket notice to every attorney in the office. Additionally, each 
attorney's assistant highlights the actual copy distributed to each respective attorney with the 
particular matters for which he is responsible. Thus, each attorney is made aware of every 
docketed item requiring action during the upcorrring month and is particularly notified as to the 
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items for which he is specifically responsible. Additionally, the docket clerk retains the original 
docket noUce for purposes of monitoring timely filings of responses as discussed below. 

3. In addition to the computerized database docket system, applicant's attorney 
also utilizes a card file system wherein an individual information card for each pending patent 
and trademark application is kept More specifically, upon the filing of each patent and 
trademark application in the PTO, an individual card is prepared containing client, applicant, 
serial number, filing date and application title information and the card is filed along with other 
existing cards in a card catalog. All communications to and from the PTO and the applicant's 
attorney are recorded on the card as they occur. 

4. On occasions, communications from the PTO which set a shortened thirty-day or 
one month period of time for response may be received after the docket notice for that month 
has been prepared and distributed. Under such circumstances, the docket clerk adds a 
handwritten entry as to the required response and its deadline on her master copy of Hie docket 
and also personally notifies the responsible attorney to add such entry to his copy of the docket 
notice. 

5. The docket clerk monitors on a daily basis all responses mailed to the PTO in 
connection with patent and trademark applications and accordingly marks such items on her 
master docket notice as having been taken care of. As to docketed items for action which have 
not been acted upon, the docket clerk will personally notify the responsible attorney a few days 
to a week before the deadline for action is reached, as a reminder. 

6. The above-described docket procedures are illustrated by the attachments 
appended hereto. With respect particularly to the present application, Exhibit A is a photocopy 
of the applicant's attorney's docket card on this application which, as will be noted, does not 
reflect receipt of a Non-Final Rejection mailed October 3, 2003. The docket card indicates that a 
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Non-Final Rejection was assertedly mailed October 3, 2003, but this information was attained 
from the PAIR system on the PTO web site, not from receipt of said Non-Final Rejection. 
Exhibit Bis a printout from applicant's attorney's computer database docket system for the 
pending application which does not reflect receipt of a Non-Final Rejection mailed October 3, 
2003. Although the printout reflects that a Non-Final Rejection was assertedly mailed October 
3, 2003, this information was attained from the PAIR system on the PTO web site rather than by 
receipt of said Non-Final Rejection. The entries in the computer database indicating response 
deadlines at January 3, February 3, March 3, and April 3 are automatically generated by the 
docket system upon entering of date of mailing of Non-Final Response. Because the Non-Final 
Rejection of October 3, 2003 was never received, the applicant had no way of responding to it. 
Exhibit C is a printout from applicant's attorney's computer database docket system with the 
docket clerk's annotations for items docketed for action during the month of January 2004. 
Applicant understands from the PAIR system that the proper date to have been docketed for a 
timely Response to Non-Final Rejection would have been January 3, 2004, i.e., three months 
after mailing of the Non-Final Rejection. No such docket entries appear on the attached docket 
pages inasmuch as the Non-Final Rejection was never received. 

7. Exhibit D is a photocopy of a Non-Final Rejection by the PTO in connection with 
another unrelated pending patent application filed by the office of the applicant's attorney, 
which as will be noted reflects that it was mailed October 6, 2003 and was shortly thereafter 
received by the applicant's attorney s office on October 8, 2003. Further, the Non-Final 
Rejection reflects that the deadline for response was January 6, 2004. Exhibit E is a copy of the 
docket card for this application reflecting receipt of the Non-Final Rejection of October 6, 2003 
and a deadline for response of January 6, 2004. Exhibit F is a printout of the computer database 
for the pending patent application reflecting receipt of the Non-Final Rejection of October 6, 
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2003 and the deadline for response of January 6, 2004, Exhibit C is a printout of the appropriate 
page from the computer database for the month of January 2004, reflecting entry of the January 
6, 2004 deadline for filing a Response to the Non-Final Rejection. 

8. Exhibit G is a photocopy of a Final Rejection by the PTO in connection with 
another unrelated pending patent application filed by the office of the applicant's attorney, 
which as will be noted reflects that it was mailed October 3, 2003. Further, the Final Rejection 
reflects that the deadline for response was January 3, 2004. Exhibit H is a copy of the docket 
card for this application reflecting receipt of the Final Rejection of October 3, 2003 and a 
deadline for response of January 3, 2004. Exhibit I is the computer database printout for the 
pending patent application reflecting receipt of the Final Rejection of October 3, 2003 and the 
deadline for response of January 3, 2004. Exhibit C is the appropriate page from the computer 
database printout for the month of January 2004, reflecting entry of the January 3, 2004 deadline 
for filing a Response to the Final Rejection. 

9. Exhibit J is a copy of a Status Inquiry that was mailed to the PTO on February 4, 

2004 indicating that applicant's attorney discovered by a routine status check of the application 
via the PAIR system on the PTO web site that apparently a Non-Final Rejection was mailed on 
October 3, 2003. The applicant indicated in the Status Inquiry that it never received said Non- 
Final Rejection and requested that the Non-Final Rejection be re-issued and the period for filing 
a response be re-started. Exhibit K is a copy of a postcard stamped in the Patent Mailroom 
indicating that the Status Inquiry was received at the PTO on February 9, 2004. To date, the 
applicant has received no response to the February 4, 2004 Status Inquiry. Applicant's attorney 
contacted the Examiner on March 2, 2004 to further inquire as to the status of the application 
and to reiterate the information that was conveyed in the February 4, 2004 Status Inquiry. As a 
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result of the conversations between the Examiner and applicant's attorney, the applicant is 
filing this Request for Re-Issue of Office Action. 

10. It is respectfully submitted that the foregoing information as substantiated by the 
appended Exhibits clearly shows that the applicant's attorney's office utilizes a reliable system 
for handling the receipt of mail and docketing of appropriate response deadlines and other 
dates by which action is required, that the applicant's attorney's office duly received 
correspondence from the PTO mailed on dates shortly before the date upon which the Notice of 
Allowance would have been mailed in the present application, based upon the PAIR system, 
and properly attended to docketing of the respective deadlines for action thereon, and finally 
that the applicant's attorney's office did not receive the Non-Final Rejection in this application 
as evidenced by the absence of docket entries which otherwise would have been made and by 
the applicant's attorney's actions subsequent to the asserted mailing of the Non-Final Rejection. 
It is accordingly requested that the Non-Final Rejection be re-issued and thai the application not 
be abandoned. 

11. The undersigned attorney for applicant hereby declares that all statements made 
herein of his own knowledge are true and that all statements made on information and belief 
are believed to be true; and further declares that these statements were made with knowledge 
that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or 
both, under the Unites States Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the 
validity of the application or any trademark registration issuing thereon.
